To the Menbers of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Herewith I present for your con- 
sideration the address in reference to 
the Gallaudet Monument at Hart 
ford which was presented at the 
Colorado Convention, but which was 
not read for lack of time. The 
matter was referred to the Executive 
Committee for action. This ques- 
tion is now before you, and is open 
to motion and -discussion. All 
rpotions and discussion of the sub- 
ject will, for the present, be address- 
ed to me. Discussion must be very 
brief, but I should like to have the 
views of the members, to lay before 
the Committee through the Jour- 
nal : — 

Thk Gallaudbt Monument at 
Harti»ori). 

Mr, President, Ladies and Gentle- 
men : — While you are gathered here 
in the interest of things pertaining 
to the deaf at large. I beg that you 
Sparc a few minutes of your valuable 
time to the consideration of the 
Gallaudet Mounment at Hartford, 
Ct. 

On September 26th, 1850, a large 
number of the New England States 
and other .sections of- the Union 
assembled in Hartford to testify their 
love and gratitude to their old 
instructors, Thomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet and Laurent Clerc. Not 
long after the death of the former, 
the question began to be agitated 
among the deaf and dumb, whether 
the dnty and pleasure of erecting a 
suitable monument to his memory 
did not peculiarly devolve upon 
them. The idea was no sooner 
suggested than it was taken up with 
enthusiasm. Every hand was ready 
to aid in the work. 

It was early decided that none 
but the deaf and dumb should take 
any part in the proceedings. Other 
persons might honor Gallaudet in 
other ways, but this monument to 
his memory should be theirs alone. 
Though hearing friends might 
stand, as many did, purse in hand, 
to honor their great and good man 
so universally beloved, not a cent 
should go to their treasury from 
pockets other than tho.se of the deaf. 
So the Gallaudet Monument Associ- 
ation was formed. 

Deaf- Mutes as a class are not 
wealthy and most of the subscrip 
tions were made in small sum.s, how 
ever small none were rejected. 

Faithful to the original agreement 
that none but the deaf .should con- 
tribute to this enterpri.se, Mr. Albert 
Newsam, a pupil of the Peun.sylva- 
nia Institution, and one of the most 
skillful engravers and lithographers 
of the United States in his day, was 
requested to prepare a design for the 
structure, which was duly adopted 
and executed. To Mr. John Carlin, 
of New York, belongs the credit of 
the sculptured group representing 
Gallaudet teaching Alice Cogswell 
to form the letter A, two boy pupils 
forming part of the group. The 
only departure from the agreement 
rigidly adhered to was when the ex- 
ecution of the work was committed 
to Mr. James G. Patterson and Mr. 
Agenti, his sculptor, both hearing 
gentlemen. 

The monument consists of a 
square of Quincy granite, six feet 
ten inches square and ten inches 
thick. The pedestal is also of 
granite six feet square, and one foot 
thick. The marble base is five feet 
three inches square and eighteen 
inches thick. The die consi.Hts of 
four panels, the south one contain- 
ing a bas-relief by Mr. Carlin, 
which is the most attractive feature 
of the monument. The arti.st has 
succeeded remarkably well in trans- 
ferring to the stone the life-like fea- 
tures and expression of Gallaudet 

On the north panel the name Gal- 
laudet in the manual alphnl>et is in 
•cribed'in bas-relief. On the west 
and east sides are in.scriptions of his 
birth and death and an expression of 
this testimonial. The Column is 
two feet six inches square at the 
ba.se, rising to the height of eleven 
feet. Upon the south side of this 
column is the Syriac word "Kphpha- 
tha" — that is, "he opened,"— 
which was six>ken by our Saviour. 
The column is surmounted by n 
glol^, the whole monument reach- 
ing to the height of twenty feet and 
six inches. Its cost was about two 
thousand five l 

It was unv r 6th, 

r854, before a large as.sembly of 
deaf-mutes, from all parts of the 
Union. The meeting was called to 
order by the Rev. Mr. Turner, then 
the Princi]Mil of the Institutiou, and 
an oral prayer was offered by the 
RcT. Joel HawM. 



This was followed by a written 
address by Mr. lyaurent Clerc, of the 
Institutiou, then the president of 
the monument association. We all 
know more or less the history of the 
founding of the Hartford Institution 
the first of its kind in the country, 
and of the noble work which has 
followed in its wake. 

The Gallaudet Monument still 
stands on the front lawn and bears 
testimony to tne love and gratitude 
of those by whom it was erected, but 
instead of being a thing of beauty 
it is fast crumbling to utter ruin in 
our harsh New Jinglaud climate and 
threatens to become an unsightly 
object in a few years. The only 
parts which have remained intact 
are the platform and the pedestal, 
both of which are granite. 

In 1908, at a convention of the 
New England Gallaudet Association 
at Providence, R. I., a motion was 
made by Mr Herman Erbe, secoud- 
ed and accepted, that the deaf should 
take up this matter and consider 
ways and means of raising funds for 
its restoration. Through both pri- 
vate .subscriptions and profits from 
eutertaimnents, the association has 
now to its credit in a savings bank 
the sum of $35.32, forming the 
nucleus of the Gallaudet Monument 
Fund. Early in the Spring an ex- 
pert was called in to give estimates 
which are shown in the accompany- 
ing letter. The matter was later 
laid before Mr. Atwood Collins, 
President of our Board of Directors, 
who advised that the whole monu- 
ment he replaced with the excep- 
tion of the granite foundation. 

Though the " little paper family" 
have responded with offers of assist- 
ance, if needed, it was thought best 
to let the matter rest until this con- 
vention. Now the question arises 
and rests with the deaf at large: 
How shall this .sum of $1525.00 be 
raised to replace the monument 
erected to the memory of a great and 
good man, who devoted his lite 
wholly and without stint to the edu 
cation and the subsequent happiness 
of the deaf as a class. 

This question should be carefully 
considered by the deaf of the whole 
country a id a conclusion should be 
reached in the near future before the 
celebration of the Gallaudet Cen- 
tennial at Hartford in IQ17.

President Thomas Bie<Mi, who 
had the addilional title of Toasl- 
master, and may have other titles 
that we do net know of, was at his 
smil'ng bent at the end of the feast, 
and, in a neat liltle speech, pre- 
iiented Dr. Gallaudet, who nat on 
his riirhl side, as the first speaker. 
D*-. G«llMud««l n>««» from Ids seal 
ttinld applause and leKpoiided in a 
vein thai made hiiu appenr years 
youngei than he is. lie protested 



that he should not give the longest 
address because his younger fiiend. 
Dr. Crouter, was down to give his 
" reminiscences of forty years," 
whicli should take him till Tuesday 
morning to do. He would prefer 
to give him mote tiuie to accom- 
plish his task and, any way, not 
much should be expected from him, 
for he was no longer President of 
Gallaudet College and teacher of 
the deaf. •' What am I?" he ask- 
ed. A LOAFER ? He was out of a 
job now and felt like an old colt, 
unharnessed, and left to spent his 
remaining years in freedom and 
ease. Therefore he would not have 
much to say. Applause afler ap- 
plause followe*! these references to 
his retiiement to private life. Bui 
the Doctor soon forgot his '-pro- 
test" and humored the diners with 
some pleasiiiK reminiscences of his 
father's life during his boyhoood 
days. Then, afler complimenting 
the Club and wishing il continued 
success, he concluded by giving his 
l)lo8sing to the deaf and their wives 
and childien, who would ever be 
dear to his heart. 

Dr. Crouter was I hen called on 
to give his " Reminiscences of Forty 
years." Before doing so he spoke 
in hi^h praise of Dr. Gallaiidet's 
long and useful life and mildly up- 
braided him for throwing up his 
work now when lie seemed young 
enough to continue at it. His re- 
in iniscen''.es covered his whole lime 
with the PennNylvania Iiistiiiiiioii — 
" I hose dear old limes I" He loved 
to recall them and I he good old 
teachers who havegone to their rest, 
sadly reminding him that he is tiie 
only survivingone at the Institution- 
On finishing in aI>ont fifteen minutes 
lime, Dr. Gallaudet wittily called 
attention to the fact that his lime 
was not up till Tuesday morning, 
and the Doctor retorted that he Dr. 
Gallaudet ha<l also quit long before 
his time was up. Great laughter 
followed this sally. Mr. J. S. 
Reider was called on to res])ond to 
Dr.Gallaudel, s[>eakiiig as follows : 

'• It is a great pl(>asure, indeed to 
have Dr. Gallaudet with us lo-night. 
We thank him for leaving the 
warm fireside of his home to honor 
our Club by his presence an«l for 
the pleasant address he Kave us a 
little while auo. It has made su(di 
an impress upon our minds that it 
will always be a pleasure to recall 
this occasion. He has modestly re- 
frained from saying much about his 
own efforts for the cause of the deaf 
in the past, which, however, are not 
unknown to the educated deaf, who 
hail him as their icreatest living 
benefactor. And nothing gives us 
more pleasure at this time than to 
renew our expressions of love, es- 
teem and gratitude to him for his 
life-long devotion to our cause. 
We wish him abundant health, 
happiness, and ease in his retire- 
ment to private life. 

Whatever he does or wherever he 
spends the remaining years of his 
good and useful life, we have one 
more wish which is that God spare 
him to IIS for manj more years. 
We are speaking in behalf of those 
present here, but we doubt not that 
we also voice the sent intents of 
thousands of other educated deaf 
scattered over our l>road land, who 
would wish lo be here, but have 
not the opportunity. 

It has been our privilege at each 
recurring anniversary of the birth 
of his illustrious father. Rev. Thom- 
as Hopkins Gallaudet, to honor his 
memory by a dinner; but this 
seems a fit occasion to honor the 
sons also. We have come to think 
of not one, but three Gallaiidets. 
We cannot think of one without 
also thinking of the others. Firs', 
there Is the father, Rev. Thomas 
H. Gallaudet, founder of deaf-mute 
education in America; second, the 
sou. Rev, Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, 
the leader of religious instruction 
of the deaf; third, the son, Dr. Ed- 
ward Miner Gallau<Iet, the founder 
of the higher education of the deaf. 
What a noble family I Why 
should we withhold the word of 
well-deserved praise from the liv 
ing one when neither niarlile 01 
l>rass can atleqitately ex|>ress our 
gratitude in the future. Why not 
express a word of appreciation now, 
instead of wailine until the hands 
are crossed for their last appearance 
above ground. Though we wish 
to, we cannot <lo justice to our 
benefactors. But, while we live, 
we shall nevor forget their labors 
for US. That is the principal aim 
of this Club. 

Our topic is "The Deaf." We 
represented the deaf from the be- 
ginning of our remarks by showing 
their obligation to their benefactors. 
Now let us consider another place 
of the deaf, or rather the educated 
deaf. We do not mean to flaunt 
their achievements liefore you, for 
they are matters of lecord ; but what 
of their ability to plead llieir <-ause 
in all matters afTectiiit; their welfare 
and advancement. Formerly it was 
tlieir social condition that pleaded 
their cause l)ent. But education 
has so changed that condition that 
the li|ts, once seale<l, now do the 
pleading. Yes, they plead by the 
mind now. They do not ask for 
sympathy, but for their rights and 
liberty as freemen. Much has 
Iteen accorded them already, largely 
through their own efforts. To-day 
there are deaf teachers, deaf ininis- 
tern, draf s<!i»ntlHlH, deaf plpsdors 
at the l>ar, and even some brauches 
of the medical profession have open- 
«d to tbem, while many others hold 



positions of responsibility or are 
skilled mechanics. Is there ability 
to plead their own cause to be 
questioned, then? Are there more 
sincere pleaders for their cause 
than the deaf themselves? We 
leave the question to you to de- 
cide. But one thing impresses us 
very much, and that is that the deaf 
will plead their cause more stroug- 
ly than ever before in this age of 
enlightenment and progress. They- 
are even now pleading at their con- 
ventions, in the press, in the open 
court and everywhere, and results 
are bound to come if education is 
of any value to them. Yes, with 
the progress of eduaation must come 
also the greatei advancement of the 
deaf. And the day will dawn when 
the deaf man's own plea will be 
heard " 

Some impromptu addresses fol- 
lowed. 

Mr. S. G. Davidson spoke of the 
pleasure it gave him to have Dr. 
Gallaudet present. He had noticed 
in the papers the recent testimonial 
to Dr. Fox on his fiftieth birthday 
anniversary, and il reminded him 
how long ago he had his last fight 
with him at college, and n\)W he 
thought also of the time wlieii he 
was under Dr. Gallandet's discipline 
and the good it has done him. He 
thanked him for it. He praised 
Hie Doclor's beautiful style of sign- 
ing, and hoped that the proposed 
inovini; picluie films of it would 
not only serve as a rf menibranceuof 
him, but prove of greater value as a 
slandaril foi Imitation by others 
He finally referred to his own efforts 
to encourage a good standard 
among the deaf of Philadelphia. 

Afler short addresses l»y Messrs 
Frank H. R»»iler »m\ Barton Sen- 
sening, oral teachers, in the sign 
language, the Itanquet came to an 
end; lint the memory of it will 
linger as long as our time. 



The following is from the Cleve- 
laiKl Leader of Monday, December 
12th : The first deaf and dumb 
Sunday ScIi<k>I Class organized in 
this city held its initial meeting 
yesterday, at the United Ptesbyie- 
rian Church, at Carnegie Avenue 
and E 7Ist Street. The class includ- 
es twelve members and is undei the 
leadership of Mrs. Elmer E. Bates, 
wiio at one time was sfflicted with 
deafness. She has at her command 
the sign language, lip reading and 
the spt'lling method employed by 
the blind. 

" There is less done, publicly, or 
privately, for the deaf of Cleveland 
than in any city of equsl size in the 
country," dec'ares Mrs. Bales. 
" Even the Churches have objectetl 
to the presence of the deaf in their 
congregations. It is a decided in- 
novation for a Church to admit the 
deaf as an integral part of its Sab- 
bath School. You would be surpris- 
ed to learn what heathens many of 
the ileaf really are. Many of llieni 
have never read a line of the Bible 
or had any of its passages interpret- 
ed to them"

The above program, simple in its 
make up, marketl the celebration 
of our benefactor's birthday an- 
niversary here, in keeping with 
the simplicity of his life. 

The dialogue protiayed Gal- 
landet's interest in Alice Cogswell, 
his tiip to Europe to familiarize 
himself iu the art of teaching the 
deaf, of the spread of schools for 
them, of his two sous. Rev, Thomas 
and Dr. E. M. Gallaudet and what 
they have accomplished lo uplift 
the deaf, and to honor tlieir 
memories, the deaf wliile at school 
could in no better way do it tliaii 
making good use of their time. 

Superintendeiit Jones in his 
address spoke of Washinglou and 
Lincoln as ordinary men, and then 
of the stations they filled and of 
tlieir deeds which have immortalized 
their names for all ages to come In 
like manner he referred lo Gal- 
laudet, and he too had won foi 
liimself abiding glory fioin those 
in whose darkened minds light had 
been shed, and justly his name de 
served and would stand among the 
names of those great in the world's 
history. 

Dr. Patteison's rendering of the 
poem at Unveiling of Gallaudet 
Statue was strong and vivid and 
could not have been done better. 

The social proved pleasant down- 
stairs and the lefreahments consist- 
ed of pine-apple sherbet, vanilla 
wafers, lea wafers, salt^'d peanuts, 
buff and blue mints. The whole 
affair was under the auspices of 
Ohio liraneh of the Gallaudet 
Alumni Association. Pupils, 

teachers, officers, and thedeaf of the 
city, h.idall been iiivileil, and most 
of them availed themselves of the 
courtesy. 

At the conclusion of the exercises 
in the chapel, Mr. llarley D Drake 
who is the Ohio Collector for the 
Moving Picture Fund, was intro- 
duced and asked those present to 
help the thing along. He spoke of 
the importance of the matter and 
the pleasures tlial would inure to 
the deaf later on, beholding ad- 
dresses delivered by distinguished 
persons in pantomime. Ohio had 
ihus far raised about $150, and he 
was anxious that the State come up 
with <>500 at least for the object and 
hence advised every one to push 
the object along. 

Tlie Cleveland Association of the 
Deaf celebrated Gallaudet Day in 
grand style. Every person, wlioat- 
■ended their meeting, was tagged 
with a laliel on one side of which 
was the program of the evening, 
and underneath it a cut ot tlie 
Washington Gallaudet Stalue. On 
I he opposite side of this whs printed, 
"I am a inemiier of the Cleveland 
Association of the Deaf." "Are 
yon?" *' If not, come join." "It 
will do yon a lot of good and us 
too." One of the Cleveland papeif 
thus comments on the meeting and 
ihe work of the Association: — 

December lOlh was the red letter 
day in the calendar of the deaf of 
Ihe United States, it being Ihe 
birthday of the founder of the first 
school for ttie deaf in this wiunlry 
in 1817 at Hartford, Ci. The 
Cleveland Association of the deaf 
met at Goodrich House last evening 
to join in paying tribute to the 
memory of this friend and bene- 
factor of tho deaf— Thomas Hop- 
kins Gallaudet. Every State school 
for the deaf also held appropriate 
exercis(>8 as tlie <lHy is always a 
festal day among the deaf, some- 
thing in the nauire of George 
Washington's birthday. 

At the meetingai Goodrich House 
of the Cleveland deaf only deaf 
people appeared on the program. 
Even Ihe characters which appealed 
in the moving pictures were of deaf 
pupils of the Fan wood School of 
the deaf in New York, and of Ihe 
pupils in California School for the 
Deaf. These last were the ^rst 
taken with money collected by the 
National Association of the Deaf in 
wliat is called its moving picture 
fund which was contributed by the 
deaf of every State to the amount of 
several thousand dollars. The 
object of these films is to preserve 
the sign language of the deaf which 
is understood by the tl«<af almost 
universally. 

The program also included a lec- 
ture on Gallaudet by E. R. Carroll, 
chairman of the meml>ership com- 
mittee of the associatioa. He, too, 
ia deaf. Harry .McCann, another 
talented young deaf man of Clt'Ve- 
land, gave some of his dances which 
he lias given on the stage in this and 
other cities. Mr. E. Brown, also 
deaf, has been on the circuit in 
professional roller skating, and he, 
too, gave the deaf a treat in roller 
skating. 

This association now numtiers Vlb 
tuomliHrs — all deaf and all losidiiiK 
in Cleveland. 

The astonishing growth, all with- 
Id the space of loss than a year and 



half since It was founded, only goes 
to show how gladly the deal of Cleve- 
land welcome a chance to gather 
for social and educntional oppor- 
tunities. 

At the annual election in Jan- 
uary, it is hoped to elect as efficient 
a body of executive officers who will 
carry on another successful year. 

Tho association is open to all deaf 
irrespective of cree<t or natioudlity. 
Its constitution is most lit)ei'al, and 
its dues very light. 

Besides Mr. Carroll, Messrs. Her- 
man Koelle and Brown made ad- 
diesses anent Gallaudet. The films 
used were those shown at the N. A. 
D. Convention and pleased those in 
attendance very much. Mr. Elmer 
Bates loaned the cut of the Gal- 
laudet Statue. Mr. Mandelbauin, 
of the Lake Shore Flour Co. loanetl 
tin* machine for use in the moving 
pictures. Most of tlie refreshments, 
pine apple sherbet, coffee, cake, 
baked beans and crackers, were the 
gift of Mrs. Bates.
